The  Faculty  of  Lawr  feeli  miich  satisfaction  in  being  i^ble  to  an* 
nounce  that  the  imporUnt  step,  so  long  and  earnestly  desired  by  all 
friends  of  the  University,  of  placing  the  McGill  School  of  Law  on 
iuch  «  subsuntial  and  permanent  basis  as  to  enable  it  efficiently  to 
perform  its  part  in  the  great  work  of  legal  education  in  Canada,  has 
been  recenilj^accompUshed  by  the  munificent  endowment  presented 
to  the  University  by  MLr.  William  C.  McDonald.  This  endowment 
places  the  Faculty  in  a  position  to  oflfer^to  those  who  desh« 
to  study  the  law,eitl^er  with  a  view  to  its  practice*  as  a  profession 
or  as  a  means  of  culture,  or  as  a  qualification  for  the  dischaige 
of  the  higher  duties  of  citizenship,  a  compreheniive  and  colbplete 
course  of  legal  study,  with  the  use  oClittiry,  reading  room  and  other 
aids  which  have  not  heretofore  been  at  the  command  of  the  Facility 
The  course  of  study  to  be  pursued,  extending  over  a  period  of  thr^ 
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ytftn,  and  the  initructton  td'bt  imprnted,  whik  deitgnrd  thorouihljr 
to  qtuUtfy  profettional  ■tudenti  for  the  pnu:tic«  of  their  (>rof«t* 
•ion,  will  also  fully  recognise  the  imporuntfaci,  which,  no  doubt,  w«a 
a  main  indu*  enM^nt  for  the  action  of  the  Faoulty't  generous  lienefao 
tor,  that  upon  the  character  of  the  Har  de{)end«  that  of  the  Uencll 
and  of  the  adminiitration  of  Justice,  and  to  a  great  extent  also  tiMI 

t  character  of  the  public  men  and  public  life  of  the  country  ;  t^at,  in 
fact,  from  the  ranks  ^f  no  othf  r  prqfession,  U9  to  many  called  to 
filihigh  t>osittons  of  trust  and  to  perform  duties,  the  efficient  and 
upright  discharge  of  which  ii^of  vital  importance  to  the  comniunity. 

\  In  reorganiiing  the  Faculty,  under  the  W.  C.  McDonald 
endowment,  a  number  of  .well->known  names  have  been  added  to  th#- 
RtafT,  as  shown  above,  and  the  courses  largely  specialized.  It  was 
felt,  that  while  professional  men,  engaged  in  the  active  practice  of 
their  profession/ might  be  relied  upon  to  deliver  rejgularly  a  limited 
numl>er  of  lecturer  on  special  subjects,  they  ouutd  not  be  expected  to 
undertake  to  submit  to  the  serious  interference  with  their  business 
and  inevitable  interruptions,  involved  in  very  lengthy  courses.  And 
to  obviate  the  difficulties  and  drawbacks  necessarily  arising  from 
sole  dependence,  as  heretofore,  on  professional  men  in  active  practice* 
for  attending  to  the  interests  and  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  the 
Faculty,  and  to  meet  a  deeply-felt  want,  in  this  respect^  the  Dean  haa 
been  appointed  as  a  salaried  officer,  whose  duty  il  will  be  primarily 
to  devo<c  his  whole  time  to  the  work*  ' 

Further,  the  Professor  of  tegal  Bibliography  has  been  appointed 
secretary  apd  librarian,  and  will  have  supervision  of  the  Library,— 
cotnprising  at  present  the  law  libraries  of  the  late  Mr.  Griffin,  Q.C.,  of 
CKel^te  Chancellor  Day,  artd  jdf  part  of  the  library  of  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  ^Kay,  all  of  which  were  bequeathed  to  the  University ;  and 
also  of  the  law  library  of  the  late  Mr;  Justice  Torrance,  now  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Fraser  Institute,  of  which  he  was  a  trustee — the  use  of 
which  has  been  generously  granted  to  the  Faculty  by  the  present 
trustees.  The  above  law  books  will  of  themselves  afford  to  the  law 
student  a'library  which  will  generally  prove  sufficient  for  his  wants, 
and  which  will  be  kept  upaottadded  to  by  the  expenditure  of  a  sum 
annually  in,  the  purchase  of  books.  There  will  alio  be  provided  in 
connection  therewith  a  reading.  rOom,  in  which  the  leading  law 
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Ai  •  pUet  ^  the  itudy  oT  Law  bjr  pro(k«»ionAl  •tii4«nu, 
,lfonlre«l  affbrdt  undoubted  «dv«ni««et,  Among  oiher  rcMoni,  on 
•ccount  of  tb«  fTMi  mrmy  and  ettent  of  the  legal  bi|tinet«  dont 
theri,  th«  conttanl  littingof  all  the  prindiwil  conrti  of  the  Province, 
«nd  the  krge  nurot>er  ol  ftritclMt  law  omcet  open  to  ttudenta ,' 
^hile  for  all  itudentt,  and  etpeciallf  for  itudenti  of  hiitoric  and  phll- 
Oiophic  |uH«pr«dence,  no  more  Intereiting  or  attractive  legit  tyttem 
fxiita  than  that  prevailing  in  ihi*  Province,  «h«wmix  b<! daily  i«en 
ind  atudied,  not  limply  theoretically,  but  in  active  operation  m 
parti  of  our  \mw,  the  three  famous  tyttemi  of  juriiprudence,— 
Roman,  French  and  Kngliih,  with  additions  and  motlificationi  iniro- 
dttccd  \if  otir  own  legiitaturei  and  courti.  The  imposing  features  of 
the  Roman  Law  may  be  recogniied  throughout  the  greater  portion 
of  our  Civil  Ct)de,  often  combined  with  or  incori>oraled  into  th«t 
noble  system  elaborated  and  perfe<!ted  by  Pothier  and  other  great 
French  Jurists,  both  of  the  ancient  and  modern  epochs,  which  is  the 
direct  soarce  of  most  of  our  civil  law  ;  while  nearly  the  whole  body 
of  English  Criminal  and  Constitutional  Ut^  and  large  portions  of 
English  Commercial  taw  are  equally  parts  of  the  lawj^  this  Pro- 
vince.  ^^ 


The  imporuncc  of  the  NoUrial  profcs^on,  and  of  a  knowledge 
of  nourial  practice  and  conveyancihg.  has  led  to  the  appointment  u 
#  full  member  of  the  ficulty  of  a  Professor  of  Nourial  law  wbose 
coui»e  of  lectures  will  be  attended  by  all  professional  students. 

With  a  view  to  extending  as  far  as  possible  the  usefulness  of  the 
Fffculty,  the  courses  of  lectures  on  commercial  subjects  have  been  so 
arranged,  that  young  men  engaged- io  banks  oi-  other  business  houset 
can  attend  them  without  interference  with  their  regular  duties. 
Students  of  other  departments  of  the  University,  and,  in  fact,  all  who 
may  desire  to  do  so,  may  attend  such  particular  coiirsjjs  as  they  may 
sec  fit  to  select.  It  is  hope  J  that  the  courses  deliver^  will  be  found 
beneficial  to  all  students,  indeed  to  all  who  may  desire  to  know  some- 
thing of  the  constitution  and  laws  by  which  they  are  governed,  and  of 
a  science  which  has  been  characterized  by  Burke,  as  •«  the  collected 
reason  of  ages,  combining  the  principles  of  origin  il  Justice  and  the 
infinite  variety  of  human  concerns."  **
